With Own Day 


Flag day is a day set aside 
by presidential proclamation 
and by proclamation of gover­ 
nors and mayors throughout the 
land for flying the flag of the 
United States on the anniversary 
of the adoption as the official 
flag of the United States of 
America by the Continental 
Congress of June 14, 1777. 
Having thus officated Flag Day 
into the records. . .there the 
matter lay. 
No one gave much thought to 
it. . .and for more than one 
hundred flag days Old Glory 
got the same official treatment 
as every day of the year. The 
flag flew on public and military 
installations and on a few homes 
where Americans cared enough 
to go to the trouble to fly the 
flag. 
Dr. B. J. Cigrand, a teacher 
of Fredonia, Wise., felt Old 
Glory should have a Birthday 
. . .discussed the idea with his 
classes, wrote to one of the 
Chicago dailies and worked up 
a head of steam which carried 
him to the convention, of the 
Sons of America in 1888. The 
Sons of America authorized the 
creation of a monthly magazine 
The American Standard and ap­ 
pointed Dr. Cigrand its first 
editor. From that time on Dr. 
Cigrand’s Flag Day idea won 


friends and influenced teachers, 
organizations 
and 
patriotic 
leaders. 
The 
day is 
now observed 
throughout America by display 
of the flag and by observances 
of many kinds. 
The keynote for Flag Day was 
sounded by President Woodrow 
Wilson on June 14, 1914 when

At that time he said, “ This 
flag for the future is meant 
to stand for the just use of 
undisputed national power. No 
nation is ever going to doubt 
our power to assert its rights, 
and we should lay it to heart 
that no nation shall ever hence­ 
forth doubt our purpose to put 
it to the highest uses to which 
a great emblem of justice and 
government can be put. 
“ It is henceforth to stand for 
self-possession, for dignity, for 
the assertion of the right of 
one nation to serve the other 
nations of the world. . .an 
emblem that will not condes­ 
cend to be used for purposes 
of self-aggrandizement; that is 
too great to be debased by self­ 
ishness; that has vindicated its 
right to be honored by all nations 
of the world and feared by none 
who do righteousness."

3. Oldest boys and all girls 
The program, 
which began 
last week, 
is conducted five 
days a week for seven weeks, 
Hall explained. The first hour 
of the four-hour program is de­ 
voted to changing 
into play 
clothes, doing calisthenics and 
getting to the place 
where 
the recreational activity isjield. 
About two hours are devoted 
to 
the main sport activity, 
and the final hour is fee- ro- 
turning 
to the high school, 
showering and changing into 
street clothes. 
Originally 
the program was 
designed 
for 
youths 
who 
needed physical exercise, but

80 appli­ 
cants filed for the program,

TEACHERS DISCOVERED NEWSPAPERS* 
IMPORTANCE IN CLASSROOMS 
Newspapers are fast becoming an important 
teaching tool in the classrooms of the nation’s 
public and parochial schools. Teachers not using 
newspapers, say top educators, are missing a 
real opportunity to bring their textbook teaching 
down to a practical level of understanding and 
application for students. 
Use of newspapers, or “ living textbooks,” as 
they are called, was first applied by enterprising 
teachers in English and social studies classes. 
Students were asked to find and learn the spelling 
and meaning of new words. Varied types of sen­ 
tence structure and other language construc­ 
tions were given as home work assignments 
with the newspaper as the source. In social 
studies classes the students were asked to 
acquaint themselves with names, places and 
events reported in newspapers from around 
the world. 
From this beginning, teachers and students 
have developed many different newspaper uses 
for varied classes of study, including mathe­ 
m atics, foreign languages, science, home econ­ 
om ics, elementary, junior high and senior high 
school grades successfully. 
Students have learned how to figure budgets, 
study the stock market, look for a job, study 
merchandise offers, make sample menus, plan 
trips, read the business news, understand the 
editorial page, evaluate editorial cartoons, add 
figures, spell, write clear sentences, and learn 
about the many things a newspaper has to offer 
for readers to assist them, as well as inform. 
Most important, report teachers, it is a link 
with life as it really is, and this encourages 
fnaay students to become more serious abou^ 
then studies. Textbook learning is no longer 
enough in a world of rapid change and instant 
communications, they point out. 
Actually, teachers become more enthusiastic 
about their teaching when using newspapers, 
because students become more interested. This 
has also had an affect on more careful and ex­ 
tensive reading by parents, teachers report, 
since students at home discuss the many bene­ 
fits newspapers offer and how these are used in 
the classroom . 
The newspaper reading habit, developed early, 
can help students in so many ways that it should 
i 


e reqoired part of classroom work, some teach- 
r® believe. Knowing more about newspapers, 
s required in rfiost rfewspaper-in-ther-ciass- 
room programs, is also helpful for a better 
understanding of a free press and its role in a 
free society, both teachers and students report. 
The place of the newspaper in the educational 
fabric of the nation for students, adults and edu­ 
cators is undisputed. This added role of the 
newspaper will continue to expand for the bene­ 
fit of education and the nation-at-large.

FEDERAL UNION CONVOCATION 
The Convocation for Federal Union, Inc. asserts 
in its monthly publication, Freedom & Union 
(May 1966) that 96 members of the House of 
Representatives support a resolution (S Con Res 
64) urging further exploration of the idea of 
Atlantic Union. This is as against 19 on record 
before the recent Senate Foreign Relations 
subcommittee hearings (March 23 and 24) at 
which the U. S. Department of State termed the 
idea “ im practical.” At least 17 senators are 
listed as chief initiators, first cosponsors, or 
supporters of the resolution. 
This surge of congressional opinion in favor 
of what has often been viewed as a rather tired 
or do-good idea probably has been conditioned 
at least in part by the virtual secession of 
F ranee from the North Atlantic Treaty Organ­ 
ization. In any event, both phenomena lend in­ 
terest to the three-day annual convocation 
of Federal Union, Inc., opening in Springfield, 
111., on Tuesday, June 14. The major address 
will be given by Prim e Minister Lester B. 
Pearson of Canada, holder of the Nobel Peace 
Prize. 
Pearson will receive the association’s Atlantic 
Union Pioneer Award. A posthumous award will 
go to Adlai E. Stevenson and another to former 
Secretary of State Christian A. Herter.

A: The latest figure — an average of federal 
and state taxes for the country — is 10.38 cents 
during September, 1964. State tax, of course, 
varies by state, raising or lowering that figure. 
Ten years ago the comparable figure was 7.48 
cents. But, in 1919, the figure was a m ere .06 
cents. 
Q: “ It seems to me that reflective license 
plates that glow (in the dark) are a good idea. 
But, don’t they cost . . . an awful lot?” A. P., 
Ashland, Ky. 
A. Fifty cents is the usual additional registra­ 
tion fee levied by the 16 states and the District 
of Columbia that have reflective plates. The 
cost depends upon whether a state has one or two 
plates, and whether only the raised portion 
of the plate or the background also isreflector- 
ized. Florida raised its registration fee only 
five cents to pay for reflectorizing letters, 
numerals and border of a single plate, be­ 
ginning with 1965 registration.

A HEAVY PRICE 
The 
Pharmaceutical Manu­ 
facturers Association, in sum­ 
marizing 
the industry's 1964 
experiences, states that there 
has been a marked slowdown in 
government processing of ap­ 
plications 
for permission to 
market new drugs. 
One result has been to in­ 
crease the costs of doing busi­ 
ness, which ultimately works to 
the disadvantage of the con­ 
sumer. Worse, there has been a 
drastic drop ¿1 the number of 
new drugs introduced. The fig­ 
ures tell the story: During the 
1955-59 period, 
the industry 
introduced 231 new drug entit­ 
ies, and between 1960-64 it 
produced 146. 
But last year, 
as of November 30, a mere 
15 were introduced. 
. This is the inevitable result 
of new regulations and con­ 
trols which have produced an 
excess of caution. The manu­ 
facturer of a drug must now 
prove that it is effective as 
well as 
safe. It is certainly 
true 
that both safety and ef- , 
fectiveness 
are wholly de­ 
sirable. 
But to insist upon 
extremes of proof cannot help 
but apply a brake to the dis­ 
covery, production and market­ 
ing of drugs which may be of 
the utmost value to sufferers. 
It discourages research, which 
is costly and unpredictable at 
best. It enmeshes the Industry 
in red tape. And it creates 
problems of the utmost diffi­ 
culty. 
A drug which bene­ 
fits the majority of those for 
whom it is intended may fail 
in the case of the few or pro­ 
duce 
unfortunate side 
ef­ 
fects. 
Too much caution, in other 
words, is proving a very real 
threat to progress in this all- 
important field. The laws, new 
or old, should be applied with 
the rule of reason in mind —

Mondale was not 
in. With the other two senators, 
Roche had a conversation re­ 
garding the criminal penalties 
in the proposed Senate Auto 
Safety Bill. These 
the auto 
industry doesn't like. 
"Do you intend to WILFULLY 
and KNOWINGLY violate the 
law? Sen. Hartke asked Roche. 
He referred to the fact that 
the auto safety bill does not 
call for criminal penalties in 
the case of negligence. The 
auto industry can be prosecuted 
only if it "knowingly 
and 
wilfully” violates 
the 
law. 
Mr. Roche did not make any 
converts with either 
Sens. 
Hartke or Ribicoff. However, 
he and the industry have al­ 
ready made an effective con­ 
vert of Sen. Philip Hart of De­ 
troit, another Democrat, who 
on most consumer matters is 
against Industry. Hart is spon­ 
sor of the truth-in-packaging 
bill which has the food industry 
in something of a dither. But 
when it comes to automobiles, 
the Senator from Detroit 
is 
an all . out pro - industry 
man. And as a member of the 
Senate Commerce Committee 
he has been more effective 
than the polite buttonholing by 
Henry Ford and Jim Roche. 
SHOWDOWN VOTE 
The auto safety bill comes 
up for a vote tomorrow (June 
14) and a close vote is ex­ 
pected on several crucial sec­ 
tions.

day. 
Here 
is the line - up of 
senators 
and how they will 
probably vote: 
1. FOR AN EARLY date for 
industry compliance are Chair­ 
man 
Warren Magnuson, D- 
Wash., Mrs. Naurine Neuber- 
ger, D-Ore., Russell Long, D- 
La., Vance Hartke, D-Ind. They / 
propose giving the secretary of 
commerce one year to promul­ 
gate new safety standards which 
the Industry must put into ef­ 
fect the following year -unless 
safety standards are so com­ 
plex that they Involve major 
engineering changes. In this 
case the 
secretary of com­ 
merce could give Industry two 
more years to comply, or a 
total of three years. 
2. WANTING MORE DELAY 
for safety compliance are Hart, 
Frank Lausche, D-Ohio, 
to­ 
gether with Republicans Norris 
Cotton, N. H., Thruston Mor­ 
ton, Ky., Hugh Scott, Pa. They 
argue that the time for com­ 
pliance should be left to 
the 
discretion of the secretary of 
commerce. He could give the 
industry half a decade or so to 
comply. 
Behind closed doors Sen.Cot­ 
ton has been talking about the 
needless loss of life if too 
much time is permitted before 
industry complies. Neverthe­ 
less he lines up with the indus­ 
try against a fixed time for 
compliance.

SENATORS RETREAT 
Real fact is that the Senate 
Commerce 
Committee

retreated a long way from its 
original proposal of having con­ 
gress fix mandatory safety stan­ 
dards, and is now leaving these 
standards to a former director 
of General Motors. 
So, at the closed • door ses­ 
sion on Tuesday the important

WHAT'S GOOD FOR GM 
Another 
controversial sec­ 
tion of the auto safety bill is the 
Hartke proposal to permit gov­ 
ernment inspectors the right 
to investigate. 
This section was taken out 
of the Landrum • Griffin Law, 
which gives the government the 
right of subpoena and the right 
to enter premises to Inspect. 
The antitrust division, 
the 
Federal Trade Com mission and 
the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration all have this right of 
inspection. 
However, the automobile in­ 
dustry objects. 
One auto spokesman iq Sen. 
William Griffin, who as a. con­ 
gressman was co-author of the 
Landrum • Griffin Act. 
Sen. Griffin now appears to 
take the position that what's 
not good for labor is good for 
the United States* but what's 
good for the United 8tates is 
not good for General Motors. 


The paper refers to various 
resolutions adopted

Inasmuch as fed­ 
eral projects enjoy a wide range 
of special privileges — such

freedom from taxation, 
wholly or in large part, and 
capital provided by the Trea­ 
sury at below - cost interest- 
rates — the alleged "yard­ 
sticks” are meaningless. And 
the 
record of the investor- 
owned companies in meeting 
any and all demands for power 
has certainly proven 
beyond 
any reasonable doubt that soc­ 
ialized 
power is totally un­ 
necessary and a needless waste 
of our tax money. The public 
power groups have every right 
to present their demands, but 
it is hardly likely that an in­ 
formed 
public 
will swallow 
them and the tax losses in­

Labor Chiefs Raise Funds, 
Plan Special Cadre Training 
To Prevent 
Anti • Johnson 
Vote in '66 Election. 
Washington, D. C.: - Every 
once in a while Lyndon Johnson 
gets the feeling that politics 
may, after all, be the art of 
the impossible. 
The opposition may give him 
a rough time in the fail elec- 
tions. Some union chiefs, he 
was told, even were consider­ 
ing supporting some Republi­ 
cans, bolting the Democrats, 
taking a walk, sitting on their 
campaign checkbooks. 
So he invited his old and 
good friend 
George Meany, 
Mr. Labor 
himself, 
to the 
White House Thursday, June 
2. At about noontime the two 
men, who now have more sen­ 
iority in Washington than vir­ 
tually all other national figures, 
talked for 90 minutes. 
According to the insiders, 
they talked of many things — 
the Soviets, a presidential trip 
through four European capitals, 
Communist trade unionism, the 
threatening airline strike and 
domestic politics. 
After Mr. Meany left, the 
President again was certain 
of one scientific fact - despite 
hundreds of news stories to the 
contrary, the Impossible still 
was the impossible. Labor was 
not going to bolt the Johnson 
camp. In fact, it was going to 
pour on the heat for the re- 
election of a powerful Demo­ 
cratic Congressional majority. 
Four days later, behind the 
closed doors of a hotel off-the- , 
record meeting of political rep­ 
resentatives of 129 national 
unions, Mr. Meany said blunt­ 
ly that this was the best Con­ 
gress labor ever had, and the 
time had come to start work­ 
ing, even during the summer, 
for the re-election of a Demo­ 
cratic-liberal-labor 
alliance. 
In effect, he said we can't 
carry a grudge because we lost 
our fight to repeal the 14B sec­ 
tion of Taft - Hartley. Sen. Dirk* 
sen did that. Now we have to 
get out the manpower, the or­ 
ganization, the funds to pre­ 
vent 
the Republicans from 
rolling up traditional mid-term 
gains. 
Money being the root of all 
politics, the union chiefs voted 
to assess each member - and 
there now are 13.7 million-« 
nickel a head fora special fight­ 
ing fund. There is a significance 
in the nickel. 
The nickel tax is assessed 
only during presidential elec­ 
tion years. During the mid-term 
polls, the per capita political 
levy is three cents. 
But this is an exceptional 
year. Labor did not get every­ 
thing it wanted, but what it wants 
most now is to prevent a Re­ 


publican victory which would 
be interpreted as a repudia­ 
tion of the President's policies 
here and overseas. 
In all, the special fund will 
total some $850,000. Then the 
national labor Committee on 
Political Education (COPE) will 
go into the boondocks and ask for 
matching funds. So there may 
be almost $1.5 million for in­ 
tense registration. 
The drive will take no holi­ 
day. It has started. On July 
18 the national labor chiefs 
will bring many score men and 
women into Washington for a 
special three-or 
four - day 
political training encampment. 
They'll 
be 
drawn especially 
from the 51 "freshman dis­ 
tricts” which sent young Demo­ 
cratic Congressmen into Wash­ 
ington atop the tidal wave of 
Mr. Johnson's huge vote. 
Another objective will be the 
smashing defeat of Gov. Nel­ 
son Rockefeller in New York. 
His campaign for re-election 
will be spectacular and 
one 
of the most closely observed 
by the foreign press. 
It will be a great coup for 
the labor - liberal alliance to 
bring New York State back into 
the Democratic corral. This 
would 
ease things for 1968. 
Tbere are mighty few political 
sophisticates who do not be­ 
lieve 
that 
Mr. Rockefeller 
won't use the governorship as 
a platform for another effort to 
get the Republican Presidential 
nomination in '68. 
Mr. Rockefeller and his ad­ 
visors already have started to 
exploit what they believe are 
differences between some labor 
forces 
and the President. 
The governor's campaign com­ 
mittee has provided a com­ 
fortable 
budget for a special 
Labor Committee for Rockefel­ 
ler. It works quietly out of an 
office on the ninth floor of New 
York's Hotel Hilton and is plan­ 
ning to set up subcommittees 
in most New York counties. 
It 
has some construction 
trades with it already. 
But the politically powerful 
laborite Liberal Party, now 
in coalition with Sen. Robert 
Kennedy, 
already has begun 
hammering at the governor. 


So will other labor forces, 
though he has given them pret­ 
ty much what they wanted out 
of the state legislature. But 
support for him, despite his 
methodical delivery, would in­ 
terfere with their support of 
Democratic candidates. 
Furthermore, they view him 
as a possible Republican Presi­ 
dential 
candidate. And taking 
New York State from him would 
be a spectacular victory. 
So it will go across the land. 
Inside labor, it is not the year 
of the elephant.

Individual Freedom And 
The Common Defence

MIAMI, Fla, AP — For 154 
nightmarish days - once every 
four minutes of every waking 
hour on the average — June 
Clark's body was racked by a 
compulsive sneeze. 
Her head and chest ached, 
breathing and eating became 
difficult, her nose was painfully 
sensitive. She suffered nausea, 
fatigue and muscle spasms. 
Then, last Tuesday, the 17- 
year-old high school sophomore 
sneezed and immediately re ­ 
ceived an “ unpleasant" elec­ 
trical shock. Another sneeze, 
another shock. 
Four hours later, Jtine Clark's 
frightening ordeal - a mysteri­ 
ous malady that had baffled 
neurologists, internists, aller­ 
gists, nose and throat speci­ 
alists, hypnotists and psychi­ 
atrists - had come to an end at 
last. 
For the first time in more 
than five months, the pretty, 
brown-haired 
girl 
stopped 
sneezing. 
Dr. 
Malcolm Kushner, 39- 
year-old chief of psychological 
service at the Veterans Admin­ 
istration Hospital in Miami, 
gave June a treatments he calls 
“ operant conditioning." 


This means the control of hu­ 
man behavior by reward or 
punishment - a system par­ 
ents use when they spank a 
child for being bad and give him 
candy for being good. 
__ 


Kushner and a psychologist 
associate, 36-year-old Dr. Jack 
Sander, say they have used the 
method with great success in 
breaking such habits as alcohol­ 
ism and narcotics addiction. 
And 
when 
they heard of 
June's plight, they figured it 
would help her, too, by disrupt­ 
ing what they call “ a pattern of 
abnormal behavior." 
Kushner attached electrodes 
to June's forearms and hung a 
microphone around her neck. 
When she sneezed, a voice key 
triggered a device that sent a 
mild shock pushing through her 
arm. 
When the treatment began at 
12:40 a.m., June's sneezes were 
coming every 40 seconds. 
In the first 30 minutes, she 
sneezed 22 times. In the the sec­ 
ond half hour, there were only 
12 kerchoos, and down it went to 
three, then one, and finally 
none. 
By 3 p.m., it was all over. 
The cause of June's ailment 
never was diagnosed. Her per­ 
sonal physician said, “ I don't 
know what’s wrong.” 
The sneezing started Jan. 4, 
while she was in a hospital for 
treatment of a kidney infection. 
The infection was cleared up 
but the sneezing continued. 
"We won’t know what hap­ 
pens when she is out of our 
control," Kushner said. “ But 
if she starts again, we can 
restop it." 
Should 
Inoculate 
Soybeans

It 
is essential, therefore, that the 
seed be inoculated unless it is 
to be planted on land where a 
soybean crop was known to have 
had an abundance of nodules 
on the roots in the preceeding 
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3 or 4 years. 
One method of inoculation is 
through the use of a pure cul­ 
ture of the bacteria. This can 
be obtained from commercial 
firms with complete directions 
for use.

The defenses against sedition 
were raised higher still. In 
August 1950 
Public Law 733 
granted the power of summary 
dismissal on national security 
grounds to the State Depart­ 
ment, the military departments, 
and other sensitive agencies.’

Ma gnu son Act required 
clearance for all merchant sea­ 
men and many longshoremen. 
And the Internal Security (or 
McCarran) Act consolidated the 
provisions of the Mundt • Nixon

with 
other proposed 
measures into one comprehen­ 
sive measure for the control 
of, explicity, Communist sedi­ 
tion. It opened with a finding of 
fcict and necessity, declaring 
the 
existence of a 
"world 
Communist 
movement" di­ 
rected and controlled by "the 
Communist dictatorship of a 
foreign country” ;

de­ 
claring that the Communist or­ 
ganization in the United States 
was a part of this movement 
and as such presented "a clear 
and present 
danger to the 
security of the United States 
and to the existence of free 
American institutions.” It went 
on to define with all the pre­

action" 
and 
"Communist front" organiza­ 
tions; it established a Subver- 
vise Activities Control Board 
to determine what groups came 
within the definitions, and re­ 
quired such groups to register 
with the Attorney General and 
make full disclosure of their 
officers, members, and activi­ 
ties. It imposed extensive dis­ 
abilities on members of Com­ 
munist organizations, as mem­ 
bers, debarring them from the 
receipt of passports, denying 
them the right to non - elective 
office 
or 
employment under 
the United States or in a "de­ 
fense facility," requiring them 
to label all publications sent 
to 
two 
or 
more persons 


through the mails or over the 
air. The 
authors of the act 
(passed over Presidential veto) 
did all they could to ensure 
its constitutionality; the well- 
founded doubt on this score is 
yet to be resolved by the Su­ 
preme Court and the lengthy 
processes of appeal have left 
the act so far ineffective. 
On the other hand, the Court 
in 1951 (the Korean War was 
still near its height) upheld the 
constitutionality of the Smith 
Act under the First Amend­ 
ment. In so doing it accepted 
a certain modification of the 
doctrine of "clear and present 
danger.” It was no longer the 
imminence of the peril of sedi­ 
tions speech which justified the 
suppression, but 
its probabil­ 
ity. It was 
only too obvious 
that the danger of violent over­ 
throw to be apprehended from 
the teachings of the tiny hand­ 
ful of remaining Communists 
was exceedingly remote, but 
the majority held that the evil 
would be so grave if it ever 
resulted, and the result was at 
least sufficiently probable in 
the light of Communist infil­ 
trations elsewhere, as to au­ 
thorize the ban.

Hearnes Outlines 
Plans For Alcholics 


JEFi- ERSON Cm* AF — Gov. 
Warren E, Hearnes outlined 
Saturday night a million dollar 
plan to aid Missouri's 140,000 
provable alcoholics. 
He said In a speech prepared 
for the state convention of Al­ 
coholics Anonymous he didn't 
know when the attack against al­ 
coholism 
could be fully suc­ 
cessful. 
He reported Dr. George Ulott, 
head of the Division of Mental 
Diseases, h is indicated at least 
a half million dollars can be 
thrown into the fight in the fiscal 
year starting July 1. 
“ And I also have good reason 
to think that there will be ad­ 
ditional help in coming months 
from federal funds and private 
grants. 
“ Already tine three intensive 
treatment centers to be located 
in St. Louis, Co1 umbia and Kan­ 
sas City are committed to help 
severe cases of alcoholism, and 
we intend to intensify our ef­ 
forts through such programs as 
are currently being conducted 
Malcolm Bliss Hospital in St. 
Louis and at the state hospital 
in Nevada. I know their facilities 
will accomodate too few . . ." 
The governor said he thought 
an entirely new section to deal 
with alcoholism should be set 
up 
within 
the professionally 
staffed Division of Mental Dis­ 
eases, 
aided by an advisory 
grouo headed by a trained pro­ 
fessional. 


A governor's advisory com­ 
mission on alcoholism was es­ 
tablished 
earlier by former 
Gov. John M. Dalton. 
Hearnes said he was aware 
that prohibition of alcohol has 
never worked. 
“We are concerned with a dis­ 
ease,'' he said, “ an illness not 
as tangible as the ordinary 
infection, but just as insidious 
and infinitely costly to our com­ 
munities, state and nation even 
in cold, hard dollars." 
The governor promised his 
full 
support 
in tackling the 
problem. 
“ I am here tonight to say that 
I 
recognize 
and realize the 
problem alcohol creates, and to 
promise you that I intend to do 
my best to offer treatment and 
rehabilitation 
to those who, 
somehow, 
cannot tolerate or 
withstand its effects. 
“Jail or a hospital enforces 
temporary sobriety, but the ex­ 
perience is much like a patch 
on a parachute — it can give way 
at any time and plummet a man 
or a woman once more into the 
depths of despair where hope 
is gone." 
Hearnes said 
the 
program 
will fail unless the legislature 
understan i.-> the urgency of the 
problem. To accomplish that, 
he said, the state must “ have 
your help — and the help of 
many others — on the home­ 
town streets, in your alleys, 
homes and offices."

Sanity Trial 


Begins for 


Jack Ruby

queston of whether Jack Ruby 
was sane or insane when he 
killed Lee Harvey Oswald is to 
be decided by a district court 
jury this week. 
The sanity hearing-first re ­ 
quested and then opposed by 
defense attorneys-gets under 
way today with the selection of 
a jury. 
Ruby's 
lawyers, 
claiming 
their 
client's 
constitutional 
rights would be violated by hav­ 
ing to present witnesses who 
might be called for a possible 
second murder trial, are ex­ 
pected to ask for a postpone­ 
ment. Judge Louis T. Holland 
indicated at a pretrial hearing 
Friday that he would not grant 
any delays. 
Ruby, 55, former strip joint 
operator, is under the death 
penalty 
for killing Oswald, 
named by the Warren Commis­ 
sion as the assassin of P resi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy. The slay­ 
ing in the basement of the Dallas 
police station occurred before 
nationwide television audience 
Nov. 24, 1963. 
After they were unsuccessful 
in forestalling the sanity hear­ 
ing, two groups of lawyers, each 
representing Ruby, said they 
would not call their client to the 
stand nor would they present 
witnesses or evidence to sup­ 
port their earlier contentions he 
is insane. 
One group is headed by Phil 
Burleson of Dallas, currently 
representing Ruby. The other 
is headed by Joe Tonahill of Jas­ 
per, named by the Texas Court 
of Criminal Appeals to repre­ 
sent Ruby in the sanity hearing. 
Judge Holland *said Friday he 
would recognize both groups. 
The Court of Criminal Appeals 
ordered the sanity hearing May 
18, saying it would not consider 
an appeal of his conviction until 
his mental condition had been 
determined. 
If Ruby is found insane, he 
will be committed to a state 
mental hospital. If found sane, 
the high court is expected to 
consider his appeal.

Congress Begins Week 


With Heavy Hopper

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — If 
Congress follows the course 
charted by its leaders, this 
could be one of its busiest weeks 
of the year. 
Scheduled for action in both 
branches is an assortment of 
legislation dealing with a wide 
range of subjects including pre­ 
vention of cruelty to animals 
and the expenditure of billions 
of dollars. 
As usual the program for the 
start of the week is light. 
The House considers today 
bills to boost the amount of 
bonds that may be issued by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority and 
to broaden the Foreign Service 
Building Act. The Senate sched­ 
ule calls for action on several 
private bills. 
Later in the week, with no 
definite timetable worked out, 
the Senate may act on House- 
passed bills boosting the nation­ 
al debt ceiling; appropriating 


funds to finance the Agriculture, 
Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare departments; mak­ 
ing it a federal crime to mis­ 
treat animals used for research 
purposes, and levying “abucka 
bale” tax on cotton to finance 
research programs if growers 
approve. 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee hopes to whip into 
shape the annual foreign aid 
authorization bill, while its Ag­ 
riculture Committee may start 
work on a two-year, $6.6 billion 
Food for Freedom measure 
passed last week by the house. 
The House expects to spend 
all day Tuesday debating and 
voting on a $17.8-billion defense 
procurement measure passed 
by the Senate with a smaller 
price tag. The bill has been on 
the House calendar more than 
two weeks and its consideration 
already has 
been postponed 
twice. 
The balance of the House 


week will be spent considering 
bills extending the 1951 Renego­ 
tiation Act and the 1950 Defense 
Production Act and amending 
the foreign investors tax law. 
House committee action will 
focus on the foreign aid bill, the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, automobile safety, a new 
civil rights program and Presi­ 
dent Johnson's new antipoverty 
proposals., 
Last week's production was 
above normal in both the House 
and the Senate as leaders held 
out the promise of an extended 
Fourth of July recess. 
The House passed the Food 
for Freedom bill, the debt limit 
increase measure, the annual 
legislative appropriation bill 
and a host of relatively minor 
measures. 
The Senate passed a crop dis­ 


aster bill, a bill to tighten re­ 
quirements for labeling and 
packaging consumer goods, a 
measure to restrict nonbanking 
activities of banks and an as­ 
sortment of minor measures. 
Both branches completed ac­ 
tion on legislation to modernize 
the system of granting bail to 
persons accused of crimes.

With Own Day 


Flag day is a day set aside 
by presidential proclamation 
and by proclamation of gover­ 
nors and mayors throughout the 
land for flying the flag of the 
United States on the anniversary 
of the adoption as the official 
flag of the United States of 
America by 
the Continental 
Congress of June 14, 1777. 
Having thus officated Flag Day 
into the records. . .there the 
matter lay.

TEACHERS DISCOVERED NEWSPAPERS’ 
IMPORTANCE IN CLASSROOMS 
Newspapers are fast becoming an important 
teaching tool in the classrooms of the nation’s 
public and parochial schools. Teachers not using 
newspapers, say top educators, are missing a 
real opportunity to bring their textbook teaching 
down to a practical level of understanding and 
application for students. 
Use of newspapers, or “ living textbooks,” as 
they are called, was first applied by enterprising 
teachers in English and social studies classes. 
Students were asked to find and learn the spelling 
and meaning of new words. Varied types of sen­ 
tence structure and other language construc­ 
tions were given as home work assignments 
with the newspaper as the source. In social 
studies classes the students were asked to 
acquaint themselves with names, places and 
events reported in newspapers from around 
the world. 
From this beginning, teachers and students 
have developed many different newspaper uses 
for varied classes of study, including mathe­ 
matics, foreign languages, science, home econ­ 
omics, elementary, junior high and senior high 
school grades successfully. 
Students have learned how' to figure budgets, 
study the stock market, look for a job, study 
merchandise offers, make sample menus, plan 
trips, read the business news, understand the 
editorial page, evaluate editorial cartoons, add 
figures, spell, write clear sentences, and learn 
about the many things a new spaper has to offer 
for readers to assist them, as well as inform. 
Most important, report teachers, it is a link 
with life as it really is, and this encourages 
nut.iv students to become more serious abou* 
their studies. Textbook learning is no longer 
enough in a world of rapid change and instant 
communications, they point out. 
Actually, teachers become more enthusiastic 
about their teaching when using newspapers, 
because students become more interested. This 
has also had an affect on more careful and ex­ 
tensive reading by parents, teachers report, 
since students at home discuss the many bene­ 
fits newspapers offer and how these are used in 
the classroom. 
The newspaper reading habit, developed early, 
can help students in so many ways that it should 
be required part of classroom work, someteach- 
ere jaelieve. Knowing more about newspapers, 
ks ‘required in rhost rfewspaper-in-the-ciass- 
room programs, is also helpful for a better 
understanding of a free press and its role in a 
free society, both teachers and students report. 
The place of the newspaper in the educational 
fabric of the nation for students, adults and edu­ 
cators is undisputed. This added role of the 
newspaper will continue to expand for the bene­ 
fit of education and the nation-at-large.

FEDERAL UNION CONVOCATION 
The Convocation for Federal Union, Inc. asserts 
in its monthly publication, Freedom & Union 
(May 1966) that 96 members of the House of 
Representatives support a resolution (S Con Res 
64) urging further exploration of the idea of 
Atlantic Union. This is as against 19 on record 
before the recent Senate Foreign Relations 
subcommittee hearings (March 23 and 24) at 
which the U. S. Department of State termed the 
idea “ impractical.” At least 17 senators are 
listed as chief initiators, first cosponsors, or 
supporters of the resolution. 
This surge of congressional opinion in favor 
of what has often been viewed as a rather tired 
or do-good idea probably has been conditioned 
at least in part by the virtual secession of 
France from the North Atlantic Treaty Organ­ 
ization.

Pearson of Canada, holder of the Nobel Peace 
Prize. 
Pearson will receive the association’s Atlantic 
Union Pioneer Award. A posthumous award will 
go to Adlai E. Stevenson and another to former 
Secretary of State Christian A. Herter.

law? Sen. Hartke asked Roche. 
He referred to the fact that 
the auto safety bill does not 
call for criminal penalties in 
the case of negligence. The 
auto industry can be prosecuted 
only if it “ knowingly 
and 
wilfully” violates 
the 
law. 
Mr. Roche did not make any 
converts with either 
Sens. 
Hartke or Ribicoff. However, 
he and the industry have al­ 
ready made an effective con­ 
vert of Sen. Philip Hart of De­ 
troit, another Democrat, who 
on most consumer matters is 
against industry.

merce could give industry two 
more years to comply, 
or a 
total of three years. 
2. WANTING MORE DELAY

ton, Ky., Hugh Scott, Pa. They 
argue that the time for com­ 
pliance should be left to

WHAT'S GOOD FOR GM 
Another 
controversial sec­ 
tion of the auto safety bill is the 
Hartke proposal to permit gov­ 
ernment inspectors the right 
to investigate. 
This section was taken out 
of the Landrum • Griffin Law, 
which gives the government the 
right of subpoena and the right 
to enter premises to Inspect. 
The antitrust division, 
the 
Federal Trade Com mission and 
the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration 
all have 
this right of 
Inspection. 
However, the automobile in­ 
dustry objects. 
One auto spokesman is Sen. 
William Griffin, who as a. con­ 
gressman was co-author of the 
Landrum • Griffin Act. 
Sen. Griffin now appears to 
take the position that what's 
not good for labor is good for 
the United States* but what’s 
good for the United States is 
not good for General Motors.

rates — the alleged “ yard­ 
sticks” are meaningless. And 
the 
record of the investor- 
owned 
companies 
in meeting 
any and all demands for power 
has certainly proven 
beyond 
any reasonable doubt that soc­ 
ialized 
power is totally un­ 
necessary and a needless waste 
of our tax money. The public 
power groups have every righi 
to present 
their demands, bui 
it is hardly likely that an in­ 
formed 
public 
will swallow 
them 
and the tax losses in­ 
volved 
which presently over­ 
burdened 
taxpayers have to 
make up.

Labor Chiefs Raise Funds, 
Plan Special Cadre Training 
To Prevent 
Anti • Johnson 
Vote in *66 Election. 
Washington, D. C.: •• Every 
once in a while Lyndon Johnson 
gets the feeling that politics 
may, after all, be the art of 
the impossible. 
The opposition may give him 
a rough time in the fail elec­ 
tions. Some union chiefs, he 
was told, even were consider­ 
ing supporting some Republi­ 
cans, bolting the Democrats, 
taking a walk, sitting on their 
campaign checkbooks. 
So he invited his old and 
good friend 
George Meany, 
Mr. Labor 
himself, 
to the 
White House Thursday, June 
2. At about noontime the two 
men, who now have more sen­ 
iority in Washington than vir­ 
tually all other national figures, 
talked for 90 minutes. 
According to the insiders, 
they talked of many things — 
the Soviets, a presidential trip 
through four European capitals, 
Communist trade unionism, the 
threatening airline strike and 
domestic politics. 
After Mr. Meany left, the 
President again was certain 
of one scientific fact - despite 
hundreds of news stories to the 
contrary, the impossible still 
was the Impossible. Labor was 
not going to bolt the Johnson 
camp. In fcict, it was going to 
pour on the heat for the re- 
election of a powerful Demo­ 
cratic Congressional majority. 
Four 
days later, behind the 
closed doors of a hotel off-the-, 
record meeting of political rep­ 
resentatives 
of 
129 national 
unions, Mr. Meany said blunt­ 
ly that this was the best Con­ 
gress labor ever had, and the 
time had come to start work­ 
ing, even during the summer, 
for the re-election of a Demo­ 
cratic-liberal-labor 
alliance. 
In effect, he said we can’t 
carry a grudge because we lost 
our fight to repeal the 14B sec­ 
tion of Taft -Hartley. Sen. Dirk- 
sen did that. Now we have to 
get out the manpower, the or­ 
ganization, the funds to pre­ 
vent 
the 
Republicans 
from 
rolling up traditional mid-term 
gains. 
Money 
being the root of all 
politics, the union chiefs voted 
to assess each member - and 
there now are 13.7 million-a 
nickel a head fora special fight­ 
ing fund. There is a significance 
in the nickel. 
The nickel tax is assessed 
only during presidential elec­ 
tion years. During the mid-term 
polls, the per capita political 
levy is three cents. 
But this is an exceptional 
year. Labor did not get every­ 
thing it wanted, but what it wants 
most now is to prevent a Re­ 


publican victory which would 
be interpreted as a repudia­ 
tion of the President’s policies 
here and overseas. 
In all, the special fund will 
total some $850,000. Then the 
national labor Commitfee on 
Political Education (COPE) will 
go into the boondocks and ask for 
matching funds. So there may 
be almost $1.5 million for in­ 
tense registration. 
The drive will take no holi. 
day. It has started. On July 
18 the national labor chiefs 
will bring many score men and 
women 
into Washington for a 
special three-or 
four • day 
political training encampment. 
They'll 
be 
drawn especially 
from the 51 “freshman 
dis­ 
tricts” which sent young Demo­ 
cratic Congressmen into Wash­ 
ington atop the tidal wave of 
Mr. Johnson’s huge vote. 
Another objective will be the 
smashing defeat of Gov. Nel­ 
son Rockefeller in New York. 
His campaign for re-election 
will be spectacular and 
one 
of the most closely observed 
by the foreign press. 
It will be a great coup for 
the labor - liberal alliance to 
bring New York State back into 
the Democratic corral. This 
would 
ease 
things for 1968. 
There are mighty few political 
sophisticates who do not be­ 
lieve 
that 
Mr. Rockefeller 
won't use the governorship as 
a platform for another effort to 
get the Republican Presidential 
nomination in *68. 
Mr. Rockefeller and his ad­ 
visors already have started to 
exploit what they believe are 
differences between some labor 
forces 
and 
the 
President. 
The governor's campaign com­ 
mittee has provided a com­ 
fortable 
budget for a special 
Labor Committee for Rockefel­ 
ler. It works quietly out of an 
office on the ninth floor of New 
York's Hotel Hilton and is plan­ 
ning to set up subcommittees 
in most New York counties. 
It 
bos 
some 
construction 
trades with it already. 
But the politically powerful 
laborite 
Liberal 
Party, now 
in coalition with Sen. Robert 
Kennedy, 
already 
has begun 
hammering at the governor. 
So will other labor forces, 
though he has given them pret­ 
ty much what they wanted out 
of the state legislature. But 
support for him, despite 
his 
methodical delivery, would in­ 
terfere with their support of 
Democratic candidates. 
Furthermore, they view him 
as a possible Republican Presi­ 
dential 
candidate. And taking 
New York State from him would 
be a spectacular victory. 
So it will go across the land.

TEACHERS DISCOVERED NEWSPAPERS* 
IMPORTANCE IN CLASSROOMS 
Newspapers are fast becoming an important 
teaching tool in the classrooms of the nation’s 
public and parochial schools. Teachers not using 
newsj)apers, say top educators, are missing a 
real opportunity to bring their textbook teaching 
down to a practical level of understanding and 
application for students. 
Use of newspapers, or “ living textbooks,*’ as 
they are called, w a s first applied by enterprising 
teachers in English and social studies classes. 
Students were asked to find and learn the spelling 
and meaning of new- words. Varied types of sen­ 
tence structure and other language construc­ 
tions were given as home work assignments 
with the newspaper as the source. In social 
studies classes the students were asked to 
acquaint themselves with names, places and 
events reported in newspapers from around 
the world. 
From this beginning, teachers and students 
have developed many different newspaper uses 
for varied classes of study, including mathe­ 
matics, foreign languages, science, home econ­ 
omics, elementary, junior high and senior high 
school grades successfully. 
Students have learned how’ to figure budgets, 
study the stock market, look for a job, study 
merchandise offers, make sample menus, plan 
trips, read the business news, understand the 
editorial page, evaluate editorial cartoons, add 
figures, spell, write clear sentences, and learn 
about the many things a newspaper has to offer 
for readers to assist them, as well as inform. 
Most important, report teachers, it is a link 
with life as it really is, and this encourage* 
ma.iv students to become more serious aboil’ 
iiK.it 
itudies. Textbook learning is no longer 
enough in a world of rapid change and instant 
communications, they point out. 
Actually, teachers become more enthusiastic 
about their teaching when using newspapers, 
because students become more interested. This 
has also had an affect on more careful iind ex­ 
tensive reading by parents, teachers report, 
since students at home discuss the many bene­ 
fits newspapers offer and how these are used in 
the classroom. 
The newspaper reading habit, developed early, 
can help students in so many ways that it should 
be required part of classroom work, some teach­ 
er* believe. Knowing more about newspaper*, 
is required in ifiost ifewspaper-in-the-dass- 
room programs, is also helpful for a better 
understanding of a free press and its role in a 
free society, both teachers and students report. 
The place of the newspaper in the educational 
fabric of the nation for students, adults and edu­ 
cators is undisputed. This added role of the 
newspaper will continue to expand for the bene­ 
fit of education and the nation-at-large.

FEDERAL UNION CONVOCATION 
The Convocation for Federal Union, Inc. asserts 
in its monthly publication, Freedom & Union 
(May 1966) that 96 members of the House of 
Representatives support a resolution (SConRes 
64) urging further exploration of the idea of 
Atlantic Union. This is as against 19 on record 
before the recent Senate Foreign Relations 
subcommittee hearings (March 23 and 24) at 
which the U. S. Department of State termed the 
idea “ impractical.” At least 17 senators are 
listed as chief initiators, first cosponsors, or 
supporters of the resolution. 
This surge of congressional opinion in favor 
of what has often been viewed as a rather tired 
or do-good idea probably has been conditioned 
at least in part by the virtual secession of 
France from the North Atlantic Treaty Organ­ 
ization. In any event, both phenomena lend in­ 
terest to the three-day annual convocation 
of Federal Union, Inc., opening in Springfield, 
111., on Tuesday, June 14. The major address 
will be given by Prime Minister Lester B. 
Pearson of Canada, holder of the Nobel Peace 
Prize. 
Pearson w ill receive the association’s Atlantic 
Union Pioneer Award. A posthumous award will 
go to Adlai E, Stevenson and another to former 
Secretary of State Christian A. Herter.

Hut, in 1919, the figure was a mere .06 
cents. 
Q: “ It seems to me that reflective license 
plates that glow (in the dark) are a good idea.

A P — For 154 
nightmarish days - once every 
four minutes of every waking 
hour on the average — June 
C lark’s body was racked by a 
compulsive sneeze.

She suffered nausea, 
fatigue and muscle spasms. 
Then, last Tuesday, the 17- 
year-old high school sophomore 
sneezed and immediately re ­ 
ceived an “ unpleasant” elec­ 
tric a l shock. Another sneeze, 
another shock. 
Four hours later, June Clark’s 
frightening ordeal - a m ysteri­ 
ous 
malady that had baffled 
neurologists, internists, a lle r­ 
gists, nose and throat speci­ 
alists, hypnotists and psychi­ 
atrists - had come to an end at 
last. 
Fo r the first time in more 
than five months, the pretty, 
brown-haired 
g irl 
stopped 
sneezing. 
Dr. 
Malcolm Kushner, 39- 
year-old chief of psychological 
service at the Veterans Admin­ 
istration 
Hospital 
in Miam i, 
gave June a treatments he calls 
“ operant conditioning.” 


This means the control of hu­ 
man behavior by reward or 
punishment 
- a system par­ 
ents use 
when they spank a 
child for being bad and give him 
candy for being good. 


Kushner and a psychologist 
associate, 36-year-old Dr. Ja c k 
Sander, say they have used the 
method with great success in 
breaking such habits as alcohol­ 
ism 
and narcotics addiction. 
And 
when 
they 
heard 
of 
Ju n e’s plight, they figured it 
would help her, too, by disrupt­ 
ing what they call “ a pattern of 
abnormal behavior.” 
Kushner attached electrodes 
to June’s forearms and hung a 
microphone around her neck. 
When she sneezed, a voice key 
triggered a device that sent a 
m ild shock pushing through her 
arm . 
When the treatment began at 
12:40 a.m ., June’s sneezes were 
coming every 40 seconds. 
In the first 30 minutes, she 
sneezed 22 times. In the the sec­ 
ond half hour, there were only 
12 kerchoos, and down it went to 
three, 
then one, 
and 
finally 
none. 
B y 3 p.m., it was all over. 
The cause of June’s ailment 
never was diagnosed. Her per­ 
sonal physician said, “ I don’t 
know what’s wrong.” 
The sneezing started Jan . 4, 
while she was in a hospital for 
treatm ent of a kidney infection. 
The infection was cleared up 
but the sneezing continued. 
“ We 
won’t know what hap­ 
pens when she is out of our 
control,” Kushner said. “ But 
if she 
starts again, we can 
restop it.”

authors of the act 
(passed over Presidential veto)

the act so far ineffective. 
On the other hand, the Court 
in 1951 (the Korean W ar was 
still near its height) upheld the

Congress Begins Week 


With Heavy Hopper

WASHINGTON

— If 
Congress follows the course 
charted by Its leaders, this 
could be one of its busiest weeks 
of the year. 
Scheduled for action In both 
branches Is an assortm ent of 
legislation dealing with a wide 
range of subjects including pre* 
vention of cruelty to animals 
and the expenditure of billions 
of dollars. 
As usual the program tor the 
start of the week Is light. 
The House considers today 
bills to boost the amount of 
bonds that may be Issued by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority and 
to broaden the Foreign Service 
Building Act. The Senate sched­ 
ule calls for action on several 
private bills. 
Later in the week, with no 
definite timetable worked out, 
the Senate may act on Mouse- 
passed bills boosting the tat ton­ 
al debt ceiling; appropriating 


funds to finance the Agriculture, 
Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare departments; mak­ 
ing it a federal crim e to mis­ 
treat animals used tor research 
purposes, and levying “ abucka 
bale” tax on cotton to finance 
research program s if growers 
approve. 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee holies to whip into 
shape the annual foreign aid 
authorization bill, while its Ag­ 
riculture Committee may start 
work on a two-year, 36.6 billion 
Food for Freedom measure 
passed last week by the house. 
The House expects to spend 
all day Tuesday debating and 
voting on a $ I? .8-bill ion defense 
procurement measure passed 
by the Senate with a smaller 
price tag. The bill has been on 
the House calendar more than 
two weeks and its consideration 
already has 
been postponed 
twice. 
The balance of the House

As the com m ander of U. S. 
forces in Viet Nam pinned a 
Silver Star Sunday on West 
Point’s “ lonesome end,’’ Capt. 
William C, C arpenter, a bat­ 
tery of 155 mm how itzers opened 
up on the Com m unists in the 


hills. 
In five days of fighting in the 
treacherous, sweltering jungles 
of South Viet Nam’s central 
highland’s the men of the U. S. 
101st 
A irborne Division’s 1st 
Brigade 
took all the Commu­ 
nists could give and gave back 
more and better. 
W estm oreland came into the 
hill country Sunday, as the fight­ 
ing continued against the en­ 
trenched North Vietnamese, to 
pay tribute to the “ Screaming 
E agles” of the 101st. 
Speaking to the troops as they

The battle began Thursday af­ 
ternoon when the Communists 
caught Carpenter’s company of 
paratroops in concentrated fire 
from the front and on both 
flanks. They hung on nine hours 
until a second company battled 
its way in. 
When it was feared both might 
be overwhelmed by the larger 
Communist force, a makeshift 
company of 86 volunteers went 
to their aid on Friday. 
The fighting continued, alter­ 
nately under a burning sun and 
a drizzling rain on a blood­ 
stained mountainside 30 miles 
north of Kontum, until noon 
Saturday. By then helicopters 
lifted out the dead and badly 
wounded 
and 
the survivors 
hacked th eir way down the steep, 
brush-covered ridge and back 
to the battalion perim eter. 
Half way round the globe, tears 
welled up in the eyes of Toni 
Carpenter as she spoke of her 
hero husband. 
“ I’m 
so proud of him, so 
proud to be a part of his life,” 
the 27-year-old brunette said 
at her p aren ts’ home in Central 
Valley, N. Y.

Drugs. 
The powerful modem 
drugs generally prescribed for 
nervous tension, allergies, and 
for relief of a variety of other 
conditions can interfere s e r­ 
iously with 
coordination 
and 
judgment, 
thus 
increasing 
manyfold the possibility of ac­ 
cidents. 
Self-m edication or unauthor­ 
ized use of drugs by m ororists 
increases the accident 
po­ 
tential, according to the Safety 
Council. Certain nonprescrip­ 
tion drugs induce drowsiness, 
dizziness, fainting spells, con­ 
fusion, and dim vision in some 
people. To save lives, check 
with the pharm acist or with 
your physician on the possible 
efiec. such drugs might have 
on criving. And read warnings 
on labels carefully.
